STOCKS   OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS     1/ 
Larger  Leaf  Tobacco  Stocks 

Leaf  tobacco  inventories  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United 
States   and  Puerto   Rico  totaled  Uj, 773  million  pounds    (farm -sales-weight) 
based  on  the  quarterly  reports   as  of  January  1,    1955-     This  was   25>8 
million  pounds   or  6  percent  higher  than  aggregate  stocks  reported  the 
previous  January  1.      Larger  stocks   of  flue-cured  and  burley,    the  two 
major  kinds   of  tobacco  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase. 

For  the  southern  types,    flue-cured,   burley,    and  Maryland  holdings  were 
at  record  high  levels  for  the  January  1  quarter.      Flue-cured  stocks  were 
6  percent  higher  than  on  the  previous   January  1,    burley  holdings   had 
increased  10  percent,   and  Maryland  5  percent.     Fire-cured  stocks  were 
lower  than  a  year  ago,   but  dark  air-cured  showed  a  sizable  increase 
because  of  the  larger  volume  marketed  prior  to  January  1.     For  the  cigar 
leaf  types,    filler  and  binder  stocks  were   5  percent  and  7  percent, 
respectively,   below  the  levels   of  a  year  earlier,    while  wrapper  holdings 
showed  only  a  slight  change.      Stocks   of  foreign-grown  cigarette  leaf 
were  slightly  higher  than  on  the  previous  January  1.     During  the  fourth 
quarter,    marketings   of  the  195U   crop  totaled  1,025  million  pounds.      This 
brought   total  marketings   from  the  195U  crop   (around  2,275  million  pounds) 
to  about  1, 800  million  pounds . 

Stocks  as  of  January  1,    1955-    included  approximately  782  million  pounds 
(farm-sales-weight)    of  leaf  tobacco  under  government   loans.     These  loan 
stocks   were  divided  as   follows:      flue-cured.    3U7  million  pounds;   burley, 
32U  million;    fire-cured,    U6,7  million;   dark  air-cured,    38=7  million; 
Maryland,    13. 5  million;    and  cigar  leaf,    11.8  million. 

1/  Figures   quoted  for  type  totals   in  this   summary  are  the  farm-sales -weight 
equivalent  of  reported  stocks   except  foreign-grown  leaf  which  is   converted  to 
an  unstemmed  equivalent  basis   only.     Tables   in  the  body  of  the  report  show 
stocks   on  a  farm-sales-weight  basis;   stocks  in  detail  on  a  reported  weight 
basis,    subdivided  according  to  recognized  groupings;    and  stocks   owned  by 
dealers  and  manufacturers,    separately.     This  report  is  issued  quarterly.

CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 

Stocks  of  Flue -cured,  Buriey,  and  Maryland  Increase; 
Turkish  Also  Higher      ~~" 


Flue-cured  tobacco  holdings  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  were  2,553 
million  pounds  as  of  January  1,  1955  —  an  increase  of  lii2  million  ever 
a  year  ago.  Marketing  of  the  195U  crop  was  complete  prior  to  January  1 
except  for  a  very  small  quantity  in  the  Old  Belt.  Sales  by  producers 
totaled  1,311  million  pounds. 

Stocks  of  buriey  tobacco  totaled  1,U37  million  pounds  as  of  January 
1,  1955,  compared  with  1, 308  million  a  year  earlier.  The  195U  crop  moved 
to  market  at  a  record  rate  with  sales  totaling  Uhh   million  pounds  prior 
to  January  1  compared  with  312  million  during  the  comparable  period  a 
year  earlier. 

Maryland  stocks  as  of  January  1,  1955,  of  68. h   million  pounds 
represented  an  increase  of  3.0  million  over  the  previous  January  1. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  (Turkish  and  other) 
of  185-8  million  pounds  were  up  U.9  million  compared  with  a  year  ago.  For 
the  previous  reporting  date  (October  1,  195U) ,  stocks  of  this  type  were 
dovm  considerably,  but  large  shipments  were  received  during  the  fourth 
quarter . 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cured  Down;  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Higher 

Holdings  of  fire-cured  leaf  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  totaled  12U-3 
million  pounds  on  January  1,  1955  —  a  decrease  of  10,6  million  from  a  year 
earlier.  Lower  stocks  of  Type  22  accounted  for  most  of  the  decrease, 
although  Type  21  and  Type  23  stocks  were  down  slightly.  Virginia  fire- 
cured  tobacco  stocks  were  reported  as  28.2  million  pounds,  Eastern  District 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky  fire-cured  76.2  million,  and  Western  District  20.0 
million.  Sales  of  the  195U  crop  of  Type  21  on  the  auction  markets  prior 
to  January  1  totaled  a. 8  million  pounds  compared  with  U.3  million  during 
the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.  Markets  for  Type  22  and  23.  as 
is  customary,  opened  after  January  1. 

Dark  air-cured  tobacco  sales  over  the  auction  floors  prior  to  January 
1,  totaled  15 „ 6  million  pounds  compared  with  only  3.0  million  sold  prior 
to  this  date  during  the  previous  marketing  season.  The  faster  rate  of 
marketing  boosted  stocks  of  dark  air-cured  considerably  above  the  previous 
January  1;  stocks  totaled  83.5  million  pounds  this  year  compared  with  7U-9 
million  a  year  ago.  Larger  stocks  of  One  Sucker  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase.  Holdings  on  January  1,  1955,  consisted  of  50.6  million  pounds 
of  One  tucker,  28.5  million  of  Green  River,  and  U - U  million  of  Virginia 
Sun-cured.

CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Lower  Stocks  of  Cigar  Leaf  Types 

Dealers  and  manufacturers  reported  inventories  of  all  domestic  cigar- 
leaf  types  including  Puerto  Rican  of  301.0  million  pounds  (farm-sales- 
weight)  as  of  January  1,  1955-  This  compares  with  319-2  million  pounds 
a  year  earlier.  Foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  of  17-3  million  pounds 
(unstemmed  equivalent)  were  slightly  beloitf  the  previous  January  1  level. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar  filler  types  of  158.1  million  pounds  were  down  8-9 
million  from  a  year  ago  and  at  the  lowest  point  as  of  January  1  in  many 
years c  Puerto  Rican  holdings  were  up  from  last  January  1  but  this  did 
not  compensate  for  the  sharp  decrease  in  Type  Ul  stocks,  Stocks  of 
Pennsylvania  seedleaf  were  9U.3  million  pounds;  Ohio  filler  22.2  million; 
and  Puerto  Rican  Ul.5  million. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-binder  types  were  117.1  million  pounds  as  of 
January  1,  1955,  compared  with  126.3  million  a  year  earlier.  Lower 
holdings  of  Types  5U  and  55  accounted  for  the  decrease.   Part  of  the  new 
crop  for  Types  5l  and  52  was  delivered  to  buyers  prior  to  January  1. 
Stocks  of  the  separate  binder  types  as  of  this  January  1  were?   Connecti- 
cut Valley  Broadleaf,  31-3  million  pounds;  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed, 
28.1  million;  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,  1.2  million;  Southern 
Wisconsin,  27-9  million;  and  Northern  Wisconsin,  28.5  million. 

Stocks  of  Shade -grown  leaf  of  25.8  million  pounds  were  approximately 
the  same  as  the  previous  January  1.  All  of  the  195U  crop  of  16.3  million 
pounds  was  in  stocks.   Holdings  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  were  16.0 
million  pounds  and  Georgia-Florida  Shade  9.8  million. 

Of  the  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  types,  stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  were  15-5 
million  pounds,  Sumatra  and  Java,  0.3  million,  and  Philippine  Islands  (Manila), 
1.5  million.  Stocks  of  each  type  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.
